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THE  GROWTH  OF  THE  SCHOOL 

The  teachers  in  this  school  have  noted  the  improvements  which  have 
been  made  during  the  last  six  or  seven  years  as  little  as  a  passenger  down 
stream  in  the  midst  of  the  Amazon  notices  the  motion  of  the  water.  Passing 
a  conspicuous  mile-stone,  however,  forces  on  our  attention  the  progress 
and  causes  us  to  remember  that  years  of  thought  and  action  led  the  way  to 
these  changes. 

Work  on  a  plant  to  furnish  heat,  light,  and  power  for  the  school  is  just 
ending.  The  plant  is  large  enough  to  take  care  of  the  needs  of  the  school, 
even  after  several  large  buildings  which  are  to  be  built  are  in  commission. 
Not  until  these  buildings  are  completed  and  in  use  will  the  man  in  the  street 
recognize  the  constructive  imagination,  the  tact,  and  the  foresight  which 
originated  and  carried  through  to  completion  the  scheme  of  a  central  power 
plant. 

Professor  See  and  Mrs.  See  have  charge  of  a  new  cottage  which  had  to 
be  secured  to  accommodate  the  increasing  body  of  students.  The  happy 
homes  which  these  cottages  shelter,  do  much  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  our 
school. 

The  campus  has  been  much  improved  by  the  construction  of  walks,  by 
the  improvement  of  the  Hghting  system,  etc. 
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We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  Principal  has  been  able  to  see  his  way  to 
increase  the  equipment  of  the  school  for  the  teaching  of  the  sciences  in  a 
way  commensurate  with  their  importance.  Although  it  is  true  as  the  old 
Greek  said,  that  nobody  knows  whether  you  are  happy  until  you  are  dead, 
science  in  the  modern  curriculum  is  a  rapidly  growing  subject.  Wisely  or 
unwisely  we  are  going  to  devote  much  more  time,  thought,  and  money  to 
stimulating  the  love  of  science.  The  advocates  of  the  humanities  are  losing 
heart  and  Miss  Leonard  is  calculating  the  pressure  in  the  tires  of  her  car 
in  dynes  per  square  centimeter.  The  enthusiasm  and  spirit  of  mutual 
helpfulness  and  affection  which  characterize  our  teachers  of  science  augur 
well  for  the  successful  use  of  the  new  apparatus. 

The  future  explorer  of  America,  standing  on  White's  Hill,  will  point  to 
the  south  and  say:  "That  is  where  the  Pennsylvania  State  Normal  stood, 
two  thousand  years  ago."

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Rev.  Dr.  George  S.  Holmes,  for  four  years  pastor  of  the  Indiana  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church,  died  at  his  home  in  Swdssvale,  September  20.  For 
the  large  number  of  our  students  who  attended  Dr.  Holmes'  church  when 
they  were  at  school,  we  insert  the  following  account  taken  from  the  Indiana 
Gazette  Times: 

The  Rev,  Dr.  George  S.  Holmes,  a  former  pastor  of  the  Indiana  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  church  for  four  years,  died  at  his  home  in  Swissvale,  Wednes- 
day evening.  The  Rev.  Holmes  was  born  in  Steubenville,  Ohio,  in  1854. 
He  was  a  graduate  of  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  University  and  received  his  degree 
from  Lafayette  College.  He  was  ordained  a  minister  in  1870  and  for  three 
years  was  pastor  of  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal  church  at  Meyersdale. 
Following  this  he  spent  two  years  in  Cahfornia  and  then  came  to  Pittsburgh, 
where  as  a  member  of  the  Pittsburgh  Conference  he  served  the  pastorates 
of  the  West  End  church,  Pittsburgh;  Crafton,  Coraopolis,  Indiana,  Irwin 
and  Swissvale.  He  was  a  lecturer  of  note  and  spoke  at  various  Chautauquas 
and  Bible  schools.  He  was  the  author  of  the  "  Analytical  Manual  of  the 
EngUsh  Bible."  He  leaves  one  brother,  Charles  A.  Holmes  secretary  of  the 
Pittsburgh  Publicity  association,  and  two  sisters.  Miss  Rachel,  with  whom 
he  lived,  and  Mrs.  S.  M.  Mackey,  the  wife  of  the  Rev.  S.  M.  Mackey,  of 
Elizabeth,  Pa. 

The  funeral  services  were  held  at  the  Holmes'  home  in  Swissvale,  Satur- 
day morning  at  10  o'clock,  and  interment  was  made  at  that  place. 

The  older  students  will  be  greatly  interested  and  at  the  same  time  deeply 
saddened  in  the  following  detailed  account  of  the  death  of  one  of  the  most 
highly  esteemed  of  our  alumni,  Robert  M.  Wilson,  taken  from  the  "  Indiana 
Gazette  Times  ": — 

The  community  was  profoundly  shocked  this  morning  to  hear  of  the 
sudden  death  of  Mr.  Robert  Miles  Wilson,  which  occurred  at  the  Wilson 
home  on  Church  street,  this  morning  about  8:45  o'clock.  Mr.  Wilson  had 
been  confined  to  his  home  for  about  a  week  with  an  attack  of  typhoid  fever. 
This  morning  the  attending  physician  congratulated  Mr.  Wilson  upon  his 
fine  condition  and  said  that  the  case  was  progressing  most  favorably.  Shortly 
after  the  physician's  departure,  the  nurse  was  in  the  act  of  giving  Mr.  Wilson 
his  morning  bath,  when  he  gave  a  slight  gasp  and  before  the  doctor  could  be 
summoned  death  came.  The  immediate  cause  of  death  as  agreed  upon  by 
the  medical  men  was  heart  failure,  superinduced  by  the  fever. 
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The  son  of  J.  Taylor  and  Mrs.  Sarah  Gonzales  Wilson,  the  deceased 
was  born  and  raised  on  a  farm  near  Belleville,  Mifflin  county,  January  1,  1863. 
He  graduated  from  the  regular  course  at  the  Indiana  State  Normal  School  in 
1886,  and  from  the  scientific  course,  two  years  later.  Following  his  gradua- 
tion, Mr.  Wilson  was  principal  of  the  Philipsburg  High  School  for  two  years, 
when  he  came  back  to  Indiana  where  he  read  law  with  the  Hon.  John  P.  Ellis. 

The  deceased  located  in  Blairsville  in  August  1892,  where  he  practiced 
law  for  one  year,  during  which  time  he  became  a  member  of  the  Indiana 
County  Bar  association.  Following  his  law  practice,  Mr.  Wilson  became 
cashier  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Blairsville,  in  which  position  he  served 
for  almost  10  years.  Upon  the  organization  of  the  Savings  &  Trust  company 
here,  Mr.  Wilson  came  to  Indiana  as  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  organiza- 
tion, which  position  he  occupied  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Essentially  a  home  person,  Mr.  Wilson  became  identified  with  the 
business  interests  of  Indiana,  shortly  after  taking  up  his  residence  here.  He 
was  a  shrewd  business  man,  and  his  part  in  the  workings  of  the  Savings  &Trust 
company  was  a  prominent  one.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
church  here  and  was  interested  to  a  great  degree  in  church  matters.  His 
opinion  in  busines  matters  was  eagerly  sought  and  his  reputation  as  a  banker 
was  state-wide.  Indiana  lost  a  good  citizen  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Wilson  and 
his  place  will  not  easily  be  filled. 

Mrs.  Mintie  Mulroy  Murry,  later  Mrs.  A.  L.  Wiley,  was  one  of  the 
foremost  members  of  the  class  of  1893,  And  it  is  remarkable  that  hers  is  the  only 
death  that  has  during  twenty  years  occurred  in  the  class.  She  died  just  one 
week  after  the  celebration  of  the  twentieth  anniversaryof  her  class'  graduation 
at  which  she  was  expected  to  be  present.  Her  old  teachers  and  Normal  friends 
and  especially  all  the  members  of  her  class  will  be  interested  in  the  following 
sketch  of  her  life: — 

Mintie  Mulroy  Murry  was  born  at  Murrysville,  October  15,  1868.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  Captain  John  Murry,  M.D.,  and  granddaughter  of  Gen. 
James  Murry.  Her  great  grandfather,  Jeremiah  Murry,  was  the  first  settler 
at  Murrysville,  about  1781. 

Mintie  received  her  early  education  in  the  public  schools  and  Laird 
Institute  of  Murrysville. 

She  early  united  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  always  manifested  a 
marked  interest  in  religion,  attending  most  regularly  the  services  of  the 
church,  and  engaging  in  active  Christian  work.  While  still  a  child,  she 
decided  to  devote  her  life  to  work  in  the  foreign  field. 

She  taught  school  one  term  in  1889-90;  and  in  September  1890  entered 
the  I.  S.  N,  S.,  graduating  in  1893.     During  her  years  at  Normal  she  was  a 
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leader  in  the  Christian  work  among  the  students.  Her  room-mate  for  two 
years  at  school,  recently  said  "  Mintie  was  absolutely  the  best  girl  I  ever 
knew,  and  she  had  marvellous  influence  with  the  girls  in  School.  During  all 
the  years  I  knew  her  I  never  heard  her  use  a  word  she  could  not  have  used  in 
any  place."  Another  school  friend  standing  looking  at  Mintie's  face,  cold  in 
death,  said  with  tears  in  her  eyes,  "She  was  the  leader  of  the  religious  Hfe 
among  the  girls  in  school,  and  her  influence  is  still  felt  in  the  lives  of  many  of 
the  girls." 

After  graduation  she  taught  three  years  in  the  Irwin  Schools  and  three 
years  in  the  Wilkinsburg  schools.  The  principals  of  these  schools  say  that 
she  was  the  best  teacher  they  ever  had  under  them  and  several  of  her  pupils 
testify  that  her  influence  upon  their  lives  was  greater  than  that  of  any  other 
person. 

In  February  1899  she  was  appointed  as  a  missionary  to  India  by  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

On  June  6,  1899,  she  was  married  to  the  Rev.  A.  L.  Wiley,  and  with  her 
husband  sailed  for  India  September  22,  1899,  where  for  fourteen  years,  she 
labored  at  Ratuagin  strenuously  and  effectively,  leaving  her  impress  on  the 
work  and  the  people,  putting  her  very  life  into  the  lives  of  hundreds  of  boys 
and  girls  and  women,  who  for  years  will  go  on  reproducing  that  Hfe. 

Her  work  was  the  care  of  the  boys'  orphanage  and  a  girls'  orphanage, 
and  of  a  number  of  widows,  and  the  principalship  of  a  school  consisting  of 
kindergarten,  primary,  middle  and  high  school  departments.  Her  orphan 
boys  and  girls  were  the  best  trained  and  most  polite  to  be  found  anywhere,  so 
many  visitors  testified.  Her  school  was  brought  to  the  highest  standard  of 
efficiency.  In  191 1  the  best  school  in  Ratuagin  passed  only  43  per  cent,  of  its 
pupils,  while  Mrs.  Wiley's  school,  examined  by  the  same  Government  Inspec- 
tors, had  a  record  of  87  per  cent,  passing.  All  her  work  was  done  in  the  same 
efficient  way. 

She  wore  herself  out  in  this  work.  The  doctor's  certificate,  when  she  was 
ordered  home  on  account  of  her  health,  stated  that  she  had  broken  down  from 
over  work.    She  entered  into  rest  July  5,  1913,  at  Chfton  Springs,  N.  Y. 

The  secret  of  the  success  of  her  life  and  triumphant  death  was  her 
absolute  trust  in  her  Lord  and  in  His  Word.  She  had  three  stated  periods 
each  day  on  which  she  went  apart  alone  to  commune  with  Him.  She  lived 
a  hfe  of  prayer,  and  her  life  was  rich  in  the  experience  of  answered  prayers. 
Some  years  ago  a  hundred  dollars  was  needed  very  much  for  a  particular  work 
in  the  Ratuagin  district.  One  Monday  morning  she  said  to  her  husband, 
"  Let  us  have  special  prayer  for  that  one  hundred  dollars  this  morning. 
Mail  comes  in  about  four  weeks  from  New  York  to  Ratuagin.  Just  four 
weeks  from  the  morning  of  the  special  prayer  for  the  one  hundred  dollars. 
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she  said,  "  we  shall  receive  that  one  hundred  dollars  this  morning."  The 
husband  was  not  so  confident,  but  when  the  mail  came  a  few  moments  later, 
it  had  a  letter  in  which  was  enclosed  a  check  for  one  hundred  dollars.  She 
walked  and  talked  with  her^Mastcr  and  knew  His  Word.  She  began  to  read 
the  Bible  through  once  a  year  when  she  united  with  the  Church.  Before 
going  to  India  she  had  read  the  Bible  through  nineteen  times.  After  her  death 
the  record  of  her  Bible  reading  in  India,  was  found  written  on  the  fly  leaf  of  her 
Bible.  She  had  read  it  through  twenty-three  times  alone  in  India,  and  had 
read  it  through  with  her  husband  fourteen  times,  or  in  all  fifty-six  times. 

The  marked  characteristics  of  Mrs.  Wiley's  life  was  her  living  trust  in 
the  Master  whom  she  served  so  faithfully;  a  passion  for  her  work  and  abso- 
lute fidelity  to  her  work  in  all  its  detaitls;  the  faculty  of  inspiring  her  com- 
panions and  those  under  her  to  do  their  best  always;  and  intense  love  for  the 
people  of  India,  especially  for  the  orphan  children  and  widows.  The  beauty, 
strength  and  purity  of  her  character  was  felt  by  all  who  met  her,  but  was  best 
known  by  tho-^e  who  knew  her  best.  She  is  not  dead,  but  liveth  in  the  lives 
of  hundreds  of  those  whom  she  loved  and  helped  on  their  way  up  to  God. 

Our  alumni,  who  presented  to  theschool  Miss  Leonard's  portrait  in  1900, 
will  be  sorry  to  learn  of  the  death  of  the  painter  of  the  portrait,  Mr.  Horatio 
Stevens.  Mr.  Stevens  a  few  years  ago,  to  use  his  own  phrase,  "  had  grown 
old  in  the  harness"  and  desiring  to  devote  the  remainder  of  his  life  to  travel 
and  study,  disposed  of  his  school  of  fine  arts  in  Pittsburgh.  He  enjoyed  his 
new  life  greatly  and  most  of  all  the  artistic  triumph  of  having  one  of  his 
works  the  "  Captive  "  hung  on  the  line  in  the  Paris  Salon — a  coveted  honor 
in  Paris.  He  was  on  a  short  visit  to  America  at  the  time  of  his  death,  which 
occurred  in  New  York  in  the  late  summer.

The  same  condition  prevails  in  the  music  school  as  heretofore,  lack  of 
room.  The  class  in  PubHc  School  Music  taxes  the  class  room  capacity,  and 
the  number  taking  special  courses  is  larger  than  ever  before. 

The  new  members  of  the  faculty  are  Mrs.  and  Mrs.  Orley  See. 

Mr.  See  is  a  gifted  violinist  with  a  fine  repertory,  and  Mrs.  See  is  a 
capable  and  experienced  teacher.  They  are  college  graduates  and  are 
thoroughly  acquainted  wath  school  life  and  methods. 

They  are  natives  of  Ohio,  the  state  that  produces  such  good  musicians 
and  Presidents.  The  Conservatory  is  to  be  congratulated  that  such  genial, 
cultured  musicians  are  on  the  teaching  force. 

The  attendance  from  several  different  states  shows  that  the  reputation 
of  the  school  is  grov^ng. 

Another  teacher  of  piano  will  be  added  to  the  faculty  as  soon  as  one  can 
be  secured  to  meet  the  requirements;  an  experienced  artist,  a  man  who  will 
head  the  department. 

Owing  to  the  congested  conditions,  Professor  See  and  Mrs.  See  have  their 
studios  in  one  of  the  Campus  Cottages. 

A  series  of  Faculty  Recitals  will  be  inaugurated  soon  and  outside  musical 
attractions  are  assured.
